^26. A methodV printing on a thermoplastic material comprising the steps of: 

• electrographicW printing a toner consisting of a coloring agent and thermoplastic 



toner particles on>o the thermoplastic material; 
bringing the thermoplastic material into a material reactive state; and 
hardening the thermop%stic material thereby establishing a bond between the toner 
and the thermoplastic material. 



27. The method of claim 26 wherein only a surface portion of the thermoplastic 
material is brought into the material reactive state.
